Port Colborne and Wainfleet have 
been added to the list of communities 
deemed in need of doctors by the Minis¬ 
try of Health and Long-Term Care. 

“This is great news for Port Colborne," 
said the city's health services co-ordina- 
tor, Joanne Ferraccioli. 

Ferraccioli and the municipality wrote 
a letter in February to the local branch 
of the Local Health Integration Network 
(LHIN) asking for the LHIN's support to 
be added to the list. 

Earlier this month, Ferraccioli received 
the good news. 

Ferraccioli said the decision will make 

physicians who have been eyeing the city, 
but were unable to join the city's family 


health organization group practice due 
to the provincially managed entry pro¬ 
gram. 

She said the city will now look at 
recruiting physicians who are a good fit 
for the community. 

In an emailed statement, Eric Hoskins, 
minister of health and long-term care, 
said “a number of factors were consid¬ 
ered in developing the list of under-serv¬ 
iced communities.” 

"Factors considered include the ratio of 
doctors serving the community, rurality, 
as well as input from each Local Health 
Integration Network, based on their local 
understanding of demographics, socioe¬ 
conomic factors, service capacity, access
